I Seſhon ofthe firſt Triennall Parliament, Taking to 
= their conſideration the Quere under-written re- 
> preſented to them, viz. Whereas by AR of the 
Committee of Eſtates of the day of laſt 
bypaſt, all Leavics of new Troops for making up 
and Recruting of Regiments of Horſe , was diſcharged, Vet notwith · 
ſtanding of the ſaid AR, the Collonells and Commanders in Chief 
otthe Regiments ſo to have been recruted , did ſtill keep upthe Root- 
maſters, Captains of Foot, and other under Officers, which they had 
deſigned for chat effect, and did Quarter them where the reſt of the 
Regiment Quartered in the Country. Queritur, If the Shires or Burghs 
by the late AR of Parliament ſhall be oblieged to give Pay to Officers 
Horſe or Foot, ſo deſigned, and who hes no Troops nor Companies. 
The ſaids Eſtates after full debate in Parliament hereanent, Findes, 
Starzutes, and Ordains, That there ſhall be no Pay nor Quarters given 
either in Shires or Burghs , to ſuch Officers, Foot or Horſe , 6 ken 
new Leavies, Troops or 9 diſcharged by the foreſaid Act of 
the Committee of Eſtates, Nor yet to the Officers Foot or Horſe, of 
any Troops or Companies whilk hes been appointed to be Leavied 
ſince the Battell of Philip bauch, whilk was upon the day of Sep- 
tember 1645 years, Unleſſe ilk Troopof Horſe conſiſt and be of the 
full number of fifty Troopers by the Officers, and ilk Foot Company 
to be of the number of fourſcore Souldiers by the Officers. And the 
Eſtates diſcharges all Officers, Foot or Horſe, and their Troopers and 
Souldiers of the ſaids Troops and Companies not comſiſting of the ful 
and compleat number of fifty foi ilk Troop by their Officers, and four- 
ſcore for ilk Foot Company by the Officers, fra all exacting of Pay or 
taking of Quarters either for Officers Troopers or Souldiers, Horſe or 
Foot, of theſe Troops and Companies in time coming. And Ordains 
thir Preſents to be Publiſhed and Printed.
